"I am especially pleased," he con- 
tinued, "because of the fact that 
I did not conduct a personal cam- 
paign. All I can say is that I will 
give the city of Stevens Point the 
best there is in me." 


Mr. Owen came down to his law 


office at 
his usual hour this 


morning, apparently as uncon- 
cerned over the outcome of the 
election as he would have been 
had his name not been on the bal- 
lot. The returns from the Fourth 
ward had just been posted when 
a representative of The Gazette 
informed him of the result. 


By piling up a large vote in five of 


the six wards of the city, W. F. Owen 
defeated P. H. Cashin for mayor of 
Stevens Point on Tuesday by a ma- 
jority of 114 votes. 


Mr. Owen, who has held public office 


at various times in the past, includ- 
ing that of district attorney and city 
attorney, entered the field in response 
to pressure of numerous friends, but 
at the start let it be known that he 
would not make a personal effort to 
secure 
his 
election. On the other 


hand Mr. Cashin, four times mayor 
of the city and former assemblyman, 
made a thorough canvass of the city.

came to winning a victory.

lands of the farmers and in the ware- 
IOUPCS. Of this amount approximate-

n the farmers' hands and approxi- 
mately 2,000.000 bushels are in the 
warehouses."

MUST -SAVE MORE WHEAT 


New Regulations Require Bakers to 


Use More Substitutes After 


April 15 


Emphasizing the increasing de- 


mand for conservation of breadstuff*, 
new regulations governing the sale 
and consumption of food were receiv- 
ed today by J. M. Pfiffner, county 
food administrator. 


"AH bakers are hereby notified," 


the regulations state, "that rye flour 
cannot be used as a substitute for 
wheat flour after April 1. Beginning 
with April 14 all bakers must use 
25pr of substitutes in their bread. 
Bakers may continue to use potatoes) 
as a wheat flour substitute on the 
basis of 4 pounds of potatoes to 1 
pound of other substitutes. The use 
of sugar on bread and rolls is for- 
bidden. It may be used on crackers 
and other pastry products. 


"There is no change in the ruling 


to the effect that all consumers must 
purcha** wheat flour and substitute* 
on a 50-50 basis. After April 1 house- 
wives and households should not pur- 
chase or consume to exceed 
lift 


pounds of flour per person per week 
or 6 pound* per person per month. 
In this connection substitute mutt 
be purchased as heretofore."

hotels, restaurant.' and eating houses 
to follow the example of 500 hotel 
m-n at Washington on March 1. when 
they gave their words t« abolish alt 
wheat product* from their menus.

Some potato growers have ex- 


pressed the opinion that it does not 
pay to spray potatoes for late blight. 
They claim that when the weather 
conditions are such that the disease 
is severe, spraying does not control it 
sufficiently to give an appreciable in- 
crease in yield, and aNo that m sea- 
sons when the attack is light the in- 
crease in yield from spraying is not 
sufficient to cover the added cost. Con- 
sequently they maintain that spray- 
ing is unprofitable at any time. 


That through spraying will control 


late blight in seasons of bad infection 
has been proven many times in the 
past, and most recently in Arooatook 
county, Me., in 19H-

Highway Act 


Herewith i» presented the tecond 


of a »erie» of article* on "What the 
State Trunk Highway Act Mean* to 
Thig County," prepared by T. L. Cau- 
ley, county highway commi»«»oner: 


The roadf on the State Trunk High- 


way System in this county have al- 
ready been laid out and they art} 
familiar to the public through a le- 
gal description of them published in 
the county newspaper*. The prelim- 
inary official map i» on file with tne 
county clerk and maps are on file in 
tha office of the County 
Highway 


Commissioner. 


The total mileage of the State 


Trunk Highway System in the state 
is 4,y88.38. Of this, 76 milea lie in 
this county. 
The two features that will be most 


noticeable to the public when active 
work is in progress will be the pat- 
rol maintenance and the standardized 
road marking. 
Firstly as to the 


maintenance: 
It U admitted by everybody who 


has anything to do with road work 
that the only system of maintaining 
roads, which means keeping the road 
in condition after they are built, J 
by patrol maintenance. The tendency 
under the old system was to build a 
road after two or three years, wne; 
it waa badly worn out, to repair it 
which meant in a good measure re- 
construct it. This in turn meant tnat 
before its reconstruction it was a 
very poor road to carry the traffic and 
it further meant a big item of ex- 
pense for reconstruction. 


The modem theory of maintenance 


is that a stitch in time saves nine; 
and that to maintain a road you must 
keep at it constantly and make re- 
pairs as soon as a weakness appears. 
This not only gives you a better road 
but it saves money. It operates like 
the section system on railroads—men 
in charge of sections devoting their 
whole time to keeping them m re- 


Papatrol maintenance will be placed 
on all the State Trunk Highways and 
the task is a big one. The law pro- 
vides that the entire system after 
May 1st, whether previously improved 
or not, must be adequately main- 
tained. 
, . . 
The state has been divided into 


eight divisions with a Division Engi- 
neer in charpe of each, having in his 
jurisdiction eight to eleven counties. 
In each division there will be a Divi- 
sion Maintenance Engineer especially

n charge of maintenance in his divi- 
ion. 
Th« County State Road and 


Iridge committee will ha%e general 
barge of planning the maintenance 
n the country. The County Highway 
;ommijisioner will have direct charge 
,f the patrolmen in each county. 


Kach county ha» been divided into 


patrol sections and in many counties 
the patrolmen have been selected. 
The plan itt to get good, substantial, 
reliable men and they will bi paid 
from $110 to $135 per month, depend- 
ng upon the mileage to be taken care 
>f, the condition of the road, the vol- 
ume of traffic, etc. 
. 


Certain sections of road are in such 


condition, largely through the lack 
uf drainage, that they must be grad- 
ed and the ditches opened before pat- 
rol maintenance can be placiVl on 
them. To take care of these sections, 
ranr maintenance will be put on early 
in the spring with the necessary 
heavy machinery furnished by the 
county and ^he roads will be graded 
and put in condition for the patro - 
men. 
Certain sections of road will 


require resurfacing or repairing by 
adding new material, which will also 
bo done by the gang maintenance 
crew 
Many of the counties having 


a largp mileage of stone or gravel 
roads which require bituminous treat- 
ment have appropriated 
additional 


funds for this purpose and the oiling 
eang will do most of the work.

Town of Plover Vote* to Build 15- 


Foot Concrete Highway to 


Paper Mills 


The voters of the town of Plover, 


at the annual town meeting held Tues- 
day afternoon, unanimously voted in 
favor of the construction of a 15-foot 
concrete road from the city limits 
at the south end of Whiting avenue, 
down along the Wisconsin river to 
the mills of the Wisconsin River 
Paper & Pulp Co. and the 
Plover Paper Co. 


It was a double-barreled victory 


for those who had been working for 
the project, for the vote not only set 
at rest all doubt that tne road would 
be built, but increased the width of 
the road to conform to that which the 
city will construct on Seth street and 
Whiting avenue. A year ago the town 
voted in favor of a 9-foot concrete 
road with 3-foot macadam shoulders. 
When the bids were opened several 
weeks ago the prices were considered; 
somewhat high and as a result con- i 
siderable opposition developed. Steps |
